Truman Faces His To ughest Pro blem

WASHINGTON — Ex-President Truman h as 
faced a lot of jMToblems in h is day, but h e now 
faces th e most difficult of all. 
Perh aps not 
since th e Potsdam conference h as h e been so 
worried. 
After Potsdam, of course, h e h ad to make th e 
soul-tormenting decision to drop th e atom bomb 
over Hirosh ima, 
Later h e h ad to make a de­ 
cision regarding th e Berlin air-lift; anoth er re­ 
garding th e Marsh all Plan; also aid to Greece 
and Turkey; plus th e question of wh eth er h e 
sh ould run again in 1948, wh en various Demo­ 
cratic leaders were trying to draft, Eisenh ower 
instead. 
Harry rose to all th ese occasions with con­ 
siderable promptitude and courage. He did not 
waver, did not appoint any of th e commissions 
now so ntimerous in Wash ington, 
Today, h owever, th ings are tough er. Th e most 
difficult decision of all time is at Harr>’s door­ 
step. 
Margaret wants a small family wedding — 
only a few friends invited. 
But Mrs. Truman wants to see h er one and 
only ch ild married th e righ t way. 
Sh e wants 
a big formal wedding. 
And Harry, torn be­ 
tween th e two women h e loves most, is in a 
quandary. 
He may even do wh at Eisenh ower 
h as done so many times — appoint a commis­ 
sion to decide. 
NOTE — Th e New York Times staff never 
guessed it, but wh en Mr. Truman visited th e 
editorial offices o f th at newspaper in January, 
h e did so not because h e was interested in th e 
Times, but because h e wanted to .see th e desk 
wh ere h is prospective son-in-law worked 
He 
made Clifton Daniel, assistant foreign editor of 
th e Times and Margaret’s fiance, take h im down 
to th e Times to sho w h im wh ere h e worked. 
Brfstliag Demo crats 
Th e h acklej bristled on th e necks of eleven 
Democratic congressmen at a closed-door. h igh ­ 
ly secret meeting in th e office of Congressman 
Grah am Barden, Democrat of New Bern, N. C. 
Barden is the co urtly Caro linian, ch airman o # 
the Ho use Educatio n and Labo r Co mmittee who 
began life as a scho o l teacher but is no w bit­ 
terly o ppo sed to aid to educatio n. 
He 
h as be­ 
co me o ne o f the mo st reactio nary members o f 
Co ngress. 
Barden is so reactio nary that he h as held 
no t o ne meeting o f his education and labor com­ 
mittee since Co ngress convened in 
January, 
instead rules the co mmittee with his ovm Iro n 
hand. Tho ugh be to o k time to arrange a nice 
co mmittee junket to Puerto Rico , h e will no t 
take o ne ho ur to call a regular meeting. 
What fo rced this impro mptu meeting o f Dem­ 
ocrats o nly in Barden's priv ate o ffice, was the 
fact that h e had h ired a recogniied 
labo r- 
baiter. J amee M. Brewbaker, as counsel of the 
co mmittee — a co mmittee which is entrusted 
with liberdix ing the Taft-Hartley act. bro aden­ 
ing wago ^MNir laws and passiag 
federal aid to 
educatio n. 
Yet wkiioat co nsulting a aingle member of 


th e committee, Barden h ad h ired a “labor ad­ 
viser” wh o h ad .spent 11 years working for th e 
Anti-labor National Association of Manufactur­ 
ers and later formed h is own anti-labor outfit, 
th e .Association of Indu.strial Mobilisation. 
Glowering Democrats 
Eleven glowering Democrats, th erefore, gath ­ 
ered in Barden’s office. Barden, in turn, match ­ 
ed th eir glowers, 
“We sh ould wash our linen with in th e con­ 
fines of our own committee,” h e said, frowning 
at Congressman Jimmy Roosevelt, wh o h ad is- 
ued a press statement criticizing th e Brewbaker 
appointment. 
“1 don’t agree.” replied RooseveK. 
He went 
on to point out th at wh en th e committee ch air­ 
man appointed an anti-labor counsel with out 
calling a meeting and with out consulting oth er 
congressmen, h e h ad every righ t to ex press h is 
view publicly and emph atically. 
Two south ern Democrats did not bri.stle. Th ey 
defended Barden. 
"We .sh ould stay with th e ch airman.” insisted 
Rep Carl Elliott of .Alabama 
“Th e committee 
granted h im th e auth ority to h ire th e counsel 
and I will stay with h im on h is ch oice.” 
Rcpre.sentative Ph il Landrum of Georgia nod­ 
ded agreement. 
Th e oth er Democrats did not agree. 
And 
for th ree h ours th ey expre.ssed th eir view* in no 
uncertain terms. Th ose wh o protested Barden’s 
h igh h anded operation were: Kelley of Penn­ 
sylvania, Bailey of West Virginia, Perkins of 
Kentucky, Wier of Minnesota, Metcalf of Mon­ 
tana. Ch udoff of Penn.sylvania, Green of Oregon, 
McDowell of Delaware, Th ompson of New Jer­ 
sey. and IJdall of Arizona. 
“I never dreamed anyone would question h is 
integrity.” Barden protested, referring to Brew­ 
baker, 
Pro fessio nal Labo r-balitng 
Th e courtly Carolinian was being naiv e. For 
Brewbaker h as gone about as far as possible 
to go in professional labor-baiting. 
After II 
y ears with the NAM, he established his o wn 
asso ciatio n of Industrial Mo bilizatio n which ad­ 
v ertised to industry that fo r $1,000 a y ear it 
wo uld supply them with so -called industry “ re­ 
search studies.” 
What these “ research studies” actually were 
was disclo sed in Brewbaker's trustee memo ­ 
randum No . 4. which pro mised that Brewbak- 
« r’s o rganizatio n “ wo uld prepare educatio nal 
material designed to info rm the American peo ­ 
ple o f tho se activ ities o f o rgani» ^ gro ups 
which, if carried to ex cess, win destro y free 
co llectiv e bargaining and ev entually free co m­ 
petitiv e priv ate enterprise.” 
Brewbaker's first study was "unio n po litical 
ex penditures,'' based o n materia] fro m ttie Sen­ 
ate Republican po licy co mmittee. 
Ho wev er, business gro ups dldnt seem inter­ 
ested eno ugh to pay $1.000 a y ear fo r this labo r- 
baiting serv ice, and Brewbaker was av ailable 
fo r ano ther jo b. 
Co ngressman Barden o bliged 
by giv ing him a key po st where he co uld pass 
o n labo r laws fo r the entire United States.

He dk! no t enter the so-called pop­ 
ularity co ntest po rtio n o f the primary , 
but man­ 
aged to pick o p a few tho usand write-in votes 
while Kefauv er ro lled up aro und 20,000 
Nor 
did Stev enso n ev er campaign in New Hamp­ 
shire. 
He did not consent to delegates running pledg­ 
ed to h im. so tte slate in h is name was marked 
"favorable to.” To protect h imself, h e said in 
advance h e didn’t expect to win a single dele­ 
gate. He reminded th e nation of th is wh en h e 
got none.

Mrs. L. and Mr.s. N. h ave re­ 
cently asked for a discussion of 
th ronribocytopenic 
purpura. 
One 
h as a 6-year-old son and th e oth er 
a 9 -year-old daugh ter wh o h a.ve 
been diagnosed as h aving th is con­ 
dition. 
Probably most readers of th is 
coh imn h ave never h eard of pur­ 
pura 
much 
less of th rombocy­ 
topenic purpura wh ich is only one 
of several varieties. Purpura is a 
disease wh ich sh ows itself by th e 
formation of purple patch es on 
th e .skin aaid mucous membranes 
resulting from bleeding in th ose 
locations. In most respects, th ere­ 
fore. a purpuric patch is similar 
to th at of an ordinary bruise and 
in many wh o h ave purpura, bruis­ 
ing can come more easily th an 
in a normal person. 
PuTiHira is complicated at best. 
It ma.y develop from any one of 
a large number of infections such 
as pneumonia, meningitis or mea­ 
sles. It may be present in certain 
vitamin deficiency diseases such 
as scurvy or it not frequently fol­ 
lows actoiinistration of drugs to 
th ose wh o are sensitive to th em. 
In some cases it is related to 
malfunctioning of th e spleen. In 
some th e cause cannot be discov­ 
ered at all. In a more general way, 
it may be related to ch anges in 
th e capillary blood vessels wh ich 
allow blood to seep th rough more 
easily th an usual, or to ch anges

in th e various parts of th e blood 
itself. 
Wh enever it occurs a number 
of tests must be taken to find out 
wh at kind of purpura is present, 
wh at treatment offers th e best 
ch sjices 
of 
improvement, 
and 
wh at th e outloc^ is for recovery. 
If th e condition is th e result of 
an infection wh ich is likely to im­ 
prove, it may be th at little needs 
to be done; if it is th e result of 
taking some drug, discontinuing 
th e drug may lie enough to bring 
recovery. On th e oth er h and, if 
it is th e kind of purpura resulting 
from malfunctioning of th e spleen, 
serious consideration will h ave to 
be given to removing th at organ. 
In fact, in th e splenic kind of 
purpura removing all of th e spleen 
may be th e answer; it is a curious 
fact th at th e spleen wh ich lies in 
th e 
abdominal cavity, and 
th e 
functions of wh ich are not yet 
fully understood, can be removed 
not only with out h armful effects, 
but also with great benefit in a 
few conditions of wh ich purpura 
is sometimes one. 
Most readers will never h ave 
occasion 
to 
become 
personsQly 
concerned about purpura 
Never­ 
th eless th ey sh ould realize th at 
th e development of th ese bluish 
spots in th e mucous membrane 
or on th e skin are signs of some­ 
th ing wh ich sh ould involve imme­ 
diate and careful investigation.

WASHINGTON — It is th e Negro 
pote outside th e South , th at counts 
for most in elections of national 
importance. 
Outside th e South th e Negro vote 
could easily determine th e outcome 
of a close election. For example, 
Gov. 
Harriman 
of .New 
Y o rk 
•queaked th rough by about 6,000 
votes. And in 194« , a plurality of 
83,000 was enough to win Illinois 
for Truman. In th e same election, 
a plurality of 60,000 saved New 
York for Dewey. 
Th e political policy makers of 
th e Democratic Nationid Ck>mmit- 
tee th orough ly appreciate th e value 
of si^)f)ort from “minority” eth nic 
and nationality gron^. Th at is one 
reason, but by no means th e only 
reason, wh y non-South ern Demo­ 
crats reject compromise on th e 
issue of civil righ ts. 
In 1952, th e Negro vote was solid 
for th e Democrats. It was th e only 
“minority bloc” President Eisen­ 
h ower failed to crack. He won sub- 
stantiaJ support from Irish .Ameri­ 
cans in Boston and Jersey City. 
He ran well in th e tradHionally 
Democratic wards of Buffalo and 
Detroit, wh ere th ere are many 
Americans of Polish descent. But 
h is magic was of no avail with Ne­ 
gro voters. 
Analysis sh ows Stevenson got 77 
per cent of th e Harlem vote in 
New York. In 1946, Trumarfi got 65 
per cent of th e Harlem vote. Wal­ 
lace and th e Progressives got 16 
per cent. But Candidate Eisenh ow­ 
er did only one per cent better in 
Harlem th an did Dewey four years 
before. 
Th e Harlem pattern was typical 
in 1952. 
Returns from th e 19th 
ward in New Haven, Ck)nnecticut, 
for example, sh ow th at Stevenson 
got 1709 votes and Ike 7 19. Steven­ 
son got more votes th an Truman 
did. Ike got less th an Dewey. 
In th e second, th ird, and 30th 
wards of Ch icago, Stevenson out­ 
ran Bee th ree to one. In th e opinion 
of experts at th e National Com­ 
mittee, th is was a poor sh owing. 
It sh ould h ave been Stevçnson four 
to one. Hie result was considered 
a reflection on Jake Arvey, wh o 
was th en boss of th e Ch irago ma­ 
ch ine. But even if th is assessment 
is accurate, it must be noted th at 
Stevenson’s majority in 1952 was 
larger th an Truman’s in th ese 
wards. 
Th ere are more figures. But th ey 
tell th e same story, th at th e Demo­ 
crats h eld th e Negro vote in 1952. 
Naturally, th e Democrats h ope to 
h old it th is year, too. 
Th e R ei^licans h ope th ey won’t. 
And th e issue of segregation and 
sch ools makes th eir h ope reason­ 
able. Hie Supreme Court ruled 
against segregated public sch ools 
during th e Eisenh ower Administra­ 
tion. 
Of course th e case was in th e 
works before Eisenh ower entered 
th e Wh ite 
House. 
But Solicitor 
General Simon Sobeloff, wh o ar­ 
gued th e case, is an Eisenh ower 
appointee. (Incidentally. Sobeloff’s 
success h as apparently cost h im 
a judgsh ip. South ern Senators h ave 
blocked h is confirmation ) 
Also, th e h istoric decision was 


h anded down after Earl Warreo, 
anoth er Eisenh ower appointee, bt- 
came Ch ief Justice. Vice President 
Nixon h as already attempted to ex­ 
ploit th is fact.
